Its big howitzers quicted with
the coming of peace in Europe,
the 529th Field Artillery Batta-
lion of the XXII Corps isnow on
occupational duty as part of Lt.
General Leonard T. Gerow's Fif:
teenth U. S. Army. Pfc. Peter
Barrera, 1630 W. 213 st, is
with the 529th.

Filling a multi-purposed posl-
tion in an area thirty miles in
length and tén miles in width,

Dlisting displaced
persons with DDT powdm was
a long way from ramming the
breeches of their guns with an-
other type of powder that would
throw a 200-pound projectile
across the Rhine with a few
thousand yards to spare. Now
that the war had finished, the
next requirement of the th's
varied curriculum was to scour
the area for members of the

(Continued from Page 1-A)
before it exploded, tearing gap-
'ing holes in the second and third
decks leading to_the ship’s en-
gine room, where it killed three
of the crew.

Two oil storage tanks, ‘each
containing 1000 gallons of oil,
were . fired by. the blast, The
tanks then exploded and their
flames set fire to the transport
below decks.

Twisted steel doors and water-
tight bulkheads sealed some
wounded fighters from would-be
reseuers, Their charred bodies
were later found piled before the
compartment doors attesting to

the raging inferno.
Besides disabling the ship’s
power system, the bomb dam-
aged enough vital pressure mech-
anism to prevent ship's fire
fighters from getting any pres-
sure in the water lines, Auxil-
jary pressure methods were em-
ployed by putting the fire mains
over the side from small boats.
Most of the Pinkney's comple-
ment was attending a movie
when the attack occurred. The
movie was credited with saving
many lives. If the men had not
been there they might have been
on deck and exposed to the full
force of the impact and explo-
sion.

The budgeted expenditures, if
approved Aug. 10 as final, will
result in a school tax rate rise
of nearly 18 cents per $100 of
assessed valuation — to about
$1.88—If the assessed valuation
of the school district increases
approximately 1% per cent,
Asst.

Slash on Pay Boosts
Major slash in Kersey's esti-
mates was in salary increases, A
flat wartime = increase of $20
monthly in addition to a con-
tinued $25 monthly wartime bo-
nus originally was proposed.
